“The cost index on construction, 
upon which we base our esti- 
Mates when setting up the bud- 
get for state buildings was 350 in 
1947,”’ Williams said. ‘In 1949 
the index jumped to 500 and now 
it is between 650 and 700.” 

Mr. Williams also noted that 
some cutbacks will be necessitated 
by federal curtailments on the 
use of such vital construction ma- 
terials as steel. . 

“We realize that the over- 
crowded conditions in our mental 
hospitals will force some construc- 
tion in that field,’’ Williams said.
